The Oautte this moming gave space 
to somearitioismsof the postoffice man- 
agement, from statemrats made to an 
inqoector. 


The article chazges that some postal 
cards were bumed and tiiat droulan ad- 
vertising Warner's medicines were also 
destroyed. It is hinted that letters that 
should have reached the dead letter 
office did not, and that employes were 
paid for work not performed. 


Two inspectors were here to look into 
the matter. The first, Mr. LeMh, con- 
ducted his investigati<m at the post- 
office. and this man, the Owcette charges 
with being drunk without submitting 
its authority. 


The next inspector, Mr. Pulsifer, a 
republican, 
came 
here, 
conducted 
his examination at the Oazette office and 
his findings that journal, of course com- 
mends. 


Mr. Kaough was asked about the mat- 
ter this moming and said in substance: 


"I did not see the last inspector and 
cannot say what he did," said Mr. 
Kaough. 
" I did meet the first one but 
do not know what his report is. 
The 
charges about the burning of mail mat- 
ter were first preferred by Mr. W. D. 
Page, (d the Ifem. I do not know who 
preferred the late charges, but understand 
they come from republicans. 
The f ^ t s 
are these: Since the postoffice was re- 
moved 
to 
new building, a charge is 
made that a few postal cards were found 
in the crevices of an old box, to which 
only the mailing clerks had a key. 
It 
is also charged that these cards were or- 
dered bumed, I do not know that they 
were ever found, but under no circum- 
stances would that or any other mail 
matter be ordered bumed. Thej «lid not 
come before me, nor were they sub- 
mitted to Mr. Herbst as is charged, for 
he has sworn to the statement. 
Besides 
they did not need to be submitted to us, 
for the mailing clerks, Mr. Chas. Sie- 
mon, a republican who served under Mr. 
Keil, and Mr. J. C. Willard, knew how 
to dispose of them perfectly well, as it is 
their duty. 


"In regard to the Wamer circulars, 
you know that this sort of matter is sent 
in to us almost by the car load. Some 
of the people to whom they were ad- 
dressed had been dead for years, others 
had left the city and still other names 
were of people who never lived here. 
We sent out all the matter to the regu- 
lar addresses and the unclaimed lot 
went in as waste paper. There was no 
need to bum the matter, unless with 
other waste it was needed to start fires." 


"All the monies paid out in my office 
were regular and no man was ever ad- 
vised to do a wrong, unjust or iUegal 
act by me from the moment I assiuned 
the duties of postmaster until now.

The statistics given 
in the return are 
translated from a table supplied by M. 


Institute. 
The returns show that in 
1887 there were sixly-four British sub- 
jects treated at the Pasteur Institute. 
Of these, five died—^viz : Lorn Doneraile, 
who was sixty-seven years of age, whose 
limbs were bitten in ten places, whose 
wounds were not cauterized, and whose 
injuries were received from a dog recog- 
nized to be rabid by a veterinary sur- 
geon; John Hagden, aged eight years, 
another victim, was bitten four times in 
the head by a dog recognized to be 
rabid by the exiJerimental test; he was 
not cauterized, and he died from rabies 
during treatment six days after being 
bitten; Martin Cahill, aged thirty, not 
cauterized; Albert Kirkliam, aged five, 
and Frederick Lindly, aged tAventy-five, 
both cauterized, but aU three bitten by 
animals recognized to be rabid, died 
each within one montli after being bit- 
ten. 
In the y;ear 1888 M. Pasteur had 
tw^enty-one British subjects under his 
care. 
No deaths occurred aiuong them 
but one, a wpman nained Herminie Per- 
tolde, who was bitten on the 2d of De- 
cember last by a dog recognied as rabid, 
is still undergoing treatment. 


IT is a wcil-known fact that the dying 
are oftt^p able to see tlie principal facts 
of their lives, which otherwise have 
been iorgotten for many years, clearly 
and accurately before them. The reason 
"or this clairvoyance a French doctor 
ascribf s to a sudden modification of the 
cerebral circulation, which can also be 
brought about by artificial means. Thus 
he tells of a case of a patient who was 
dying of consumption. 
He had already 
lost consciousness, when, haring been 
revived by two successive injections of 
one gi-amme of ether, the dying man 
slowly raised his head and rapidly pro-

One of the best-known detectives in 
the United States sat in the lobby of the 
Windsor Hotel yesterday afternoon, and, 
after repeated solicitationB by a reporter 
for the Times, consented to talk about 
the business.

ferent countries. 
People who

by the Lecoqs of the digerent stories as 
something utterly untrue. 
Strange as 
it may seem, however, it is true. 


"A French detective who can not fsf) 
disguiee himself that liis superior can 
not recognize him could not find em- 
ployment in any detective bureau. The 
disguises are wonderful, too, apd even 
the strong light of day shows no imper- 
fection in them.' 
' "There are two sorts of detectives in 
France—State detectives and the mxinici- 
pal or city force. Among the former no 
one knows who his fellow detectives are, 
and as they never work in pairs, the ne- 
cessity for knowing each other is not so 
great. 
The workings of the Frcnch 
bureau is very thorough 
and more 
like the American method than the 
English. 


"The latter never think of disguising 
themselves, and go to work oiienly. 
If 
a bank is robbed in France a new assis- 
tant or teller appears in the bank a day 
or so afterward. He is a detoictive, of 
course, and where in England the de- 
tective would be called in in front of all 
the employees and ask thom all manner 
of questions, the French would say 
nothing, and nothing more would prob- 
ably be hL'ard of the robbeiy until the 
thief was caught. 


"The English have a great system of 
stool pigeons. Among the vicious of all 
classes, male and female, are always 
those to be found who, for tlie sake of 
being protected in a certain way, can-y 
all the news of the crookod work done 
among the swell mobsmen, as high cLiss 
thieves are called, to Scotland Yard, 
where is situated the Criminal Investi- 
gation Bureati. 
If 'Hany the Swcill' is 
flashing a ^-eat deal of "money alioxit 
the fac;t is at once r<>ported to tlie 
lice, and if any lar^e f(»rgeiy or robbery 
has recently occnned, 'Harry the Swell' 
is liable to prove an alibi. 
Inside the 
great portico of Scotland Yard is a lavj^«* 
case ccntuining the i)hoto<ii'aphs of all 
the detectives emijloy<id by the bureau, 
and the crooks or thieves can lla^•e free 
access at any time to study the faeces of 
tliose who are liable to be; iiftev lh"ni at 
some future! time.

AN OLD TIME DANCE. 


How the Belles and Beaux of 178j9 
Enjoyed Themselves. 


Bev. Edward Everett Hall, in a work 
just ready for publication, describes a 
dance Avliich ccsurred near Salem in 
1789. The extract is as folloAvs: 


The young people of a hundred yr-- 
ago ces tainly knew how to enjoy th- 
selves. 
Here wcvo. more than fifty gay 
couples, each lad and each maid dressed 
and well dressed for winter; herc! Avere 
more than fifty gay horses or spans of 
horses, who enjoVed the frolic as much 
as those who drove them. 
Here was an 
innocent earth white witli "innocent 
snow," and over it a heaven of unspotted 
and unclouded blue. 
TJie ountry rolls 
a little, just enough to vaiy from second 
to settond the shimmer of the bright sun 
on the sparkling frost. 
There was 
forest enough, and 
not too much— 
enough for the (cheerful suggestion of 
life and strength and shelter which in- 
variably belongs to the grave, good- 
natured, liospitahle evergi-eens, while 
tlmnigh open íií^lds and with long after- 
noon shadows the meiTy party could 
scamper on. Sometimes they shouted 
to each other. 
Sometimes on«! sleigh 
struck u]! a srmg, and the neighbcn-s, 
before and behind, took it up, and in a 
long trailing fugue it ran on the voices 
of half a mile of singers. 
More often, 
what Lady D(»la(;our called propinquity 
did its perfect Avork, and the two ]iart- 
ners said aloud to each other what they 
need not whisper, and talked of one 
nnothíír trifle,"or of one or another 
the ('ternities.

And there were appetites qnite of the 
heroio order ready for the feast. 
There 
were cups of tea from yintaees snch as 
only Salem merchants conid have fur- 
nished from their most secret stores. 
Neither ladies nor gentlemen declined 
flip, which was brought in hot from' 
minute to minute. Nobody , let it be said, 
drank more of the tempting stimulant 
than was good for him, and after half an 
hour or more of such refreshment they 
returned like so many playful giants, to 
the scene of their amusement. 
Four 
hours more of stiff dancing, and Harry 
Curwen, mounting upon the seat of an 
armchair which he dreAV from a comer, 
announced in a mock heroic speech that 
he Avas sony lo say the dance was at an 
end. 
Tlie ladies ruslied upstaira that 
they might not hinder their attendants; 
the gentlemen found their boots, went 
out to the stables and assisted in har- 
nessing their own horses, and so, by the 
light of a half moon Avhich Avas just ris- 
ing as they st<)o<l ui>on the stejis of the 
tavern, tluy started for their homewpd 
ride. 
And noAv there Avas more singing 
than ever, everything Avas gaj', and as 
betAveen 4 and 5 o'clock in tlie morning 
the dillerent gentlemen bad« the kdies 
gocd by on tin* stejjs of another hospita- 
ble home in Salem, it A^as agre<id that 
there never had betm so successful a 
sleigh ride since the mem(»ry of man.

HERO'S LAST HOURS. 


VIVID DESC&IPTIOir OF WASH- 
INGTOirs DEATCTED. 


Catching Cold while Biding to His 
Farm —The Doctors Could 
Not 
Help Him—The Last Sad Scenes. 


The following circumstantial account 
of the last illness and death of Gen. 
Gteorge Washington Avas noted by Tobias 
Lear on the Sunday folloA^ang his death, 
Avhich happened on Saturdsiy evening, 
Dec. 14, 1799, between the hours of 10 
and 11: 


On Thursday, December 12, the Gen- 
eral rode out to his farms at about 10 
o'clock and did not return home till jmst 
3. 
Soon ofter he Avent out the weather 
became very bad, rain, hail and snoAv 
falling alternately, with a cold wind. 
When he came in I earned some letters 
to him to frank, intending to send them 
to the post-o3i<?e. 
He franked the let- 
ters, but said the Aveather was too bad to 
send a messenger to the office that even- 
ing. 


I observed to him that I was afraid he 
had got Avet; he ¡aid no, his gi'cat coat 
had kept him dry. Hut his neck ajipear- 
ed to be Avet, the snow Avas hanging on 
his hair. 
He came to dinner Avithout 
changing his dress. 
In the evening he 
ftpp»iared as a v ( U 1 as usual. 
A heavy fall 
of snow took pLuui Friday, Avhich pre- 
A - e n t e d the General from riding out as 
usual. He hail taken cold, undimbtedly 
from being so much exjjosed the day be- 
fore, and comjilained of having a sore 
throat; he had a hoai-sene.ss, Avhich in- 
crensi d in th(i evening, but he made 
light of it, as he Avould never take any- 
thing ti) (!arry oil a cold, ahvays observ- 
ing, "Let it go as it came." In the 
evening, the papers having come from 
the ix)st-oilic,e, lie sat in the room with 
Mrs. Wasliington and myself reading 
them till ahout nine o'cloek, and when 
he met with anj'thinghe tlumght diA'ert- 
ing or interesting he Avould read it ahmd. 
He desii'cd m(! to read him the dt^bates 


The doctor prened his .haod, but 
ponldnbft niter a woid; h« saitred from 
the bedside and sat by the file, absofbed 
in grief. About 8 o'clock the phTtdcians 
a;min came into ttie room and applied 
blisters to his legs, but went oat with- 
out a ray of h o ^ . 


From this time he ax>peared to breathe 
with less diflSculty than he had- done; 
but was v e ^ restless, continually chang- 
ing his position to endeavor to get ease. 
I aided him in all my power, and was 
gratified in beliering he felt it, for he 
Avotdd look upon me with ej'e» speaking 
gratitude, but was unable to utter a 
word without great distress. 


About 10 o'clock he made several at- 
tempts to speak to me before he could 
effect it. 
At length he said: "I am just 
going. HaAe me decently burled, and 
do not let my body be put into the vault 
in l « s than two days after I am dead." 


I bowed assent. 
He looked at me 
again and said: "Do you understand 
me?" 
I replied, ''Yes, sir." 
"'Tis 
well," said he. 


About ten minutes before he expired 
his breathing became much easier; he 
lay quietly; he withdrew his hand from 
mine and felt his own pulse.. I spoke to 
Dr. Ci-aik, who sat by the fire; he came 
to the l)edside. 
The General's hand 
fell irora his Atrist; I took it in mine and 
placed it <m his breast. 
Dr. Craik 
placed his hands over his dyes, and he 
expired without a straggle or a sigh.

• When jon consider that 30,000 dozen 
bats are handled yearly in every large 
city, some idea of the dimensions of we 
business can be formed. 


The material which goes into baseball 
bats comes principally from Indiana, 
that is, the better quality does. Second 
growth ash is the standard, and this 
must be carefully selected and perfectly 
seasoned. 
The best bats are m ^ e from 
Intliana ash, cut the usual length and 
split, the splitting guaranteeing great 
straightness of gram. 


The forest ash comes next in point of 
excellence, although the salt water ash, 
from the coast of Maine, is considered 
in the East its equal, and a great many 
bats are made from it. 
The forest ash 
comes from all parts of the country 
wherever ash is likely to grow, as the 
demand for lumber by the bat makers 
sometimes exceeds the supply of well- 
seasoned, prime Indiana ash, and they 
are compelled to take such ash lumber 
as they can get for the manufacture of 
the second and third gi ades. 


Easswooil .enters info thti manufacture 
of Imseball bats t ) a large extent, and is 
called American willoAV. 
TheiT! was a 
time when English willoAV Avas con- 
sidered by ball ]>layers to Ije the liest 
material for bats, but there iit very little 
of this used now, and none at all by 
professional ball players. 
Pine, poplar 
and ci>ttonwocKl are used for cheap bats 
for boys, and Missouri and Arkansas 
snpidies mest of this lumber. 


The leading baseball bat manufactory 
of theconntiy is at Grand Rajwds, Mich., 
and millions of sticks are tunied out 
yearly from this immense 
concern. 
Mihvaukee comes second, Avhih; Vincen- 
nes, Ind., is tliird. 
The latter city at 
one time led the countiy in baseball bat 
manufacturing, but Cfrund Ra])id, and 
Milwaukee passed the HoosiertoAvn hnig 
ago. 
Of course nearly every city of im- 
portance in the East manufactures more 
or less baseljall l)ats, luit none of them 
have any manufactories that compare 
Avith the Avestern concerns. 
St. Louis 
makes a feAv bats, but none that are con- 
sidered first-class except occasioi>aI ones 
for individuals.

Our Animal Industry. 


The repoi-t that the Amir of Bokha- 
ra has ordered the aboliti<m of torture 
in his kingdom in honor of the Czar's 
escape from death in a railway acci- 
dent, wiU suggest painful memories to 
Englishmen. 
The commonest fonn of 
torture in Bokhara is confinement in the 
"black well," Avhere the luckless victim 
is devoured by vermin. 
This a v o s the 
fnie of Stoddari, Avho was afterAvards put 
to death along with Connolly by the 
present Amii-'s grandfather. 
Other cru- 
elties, 
too, were 
practiced by the 
"Butcher," as he was fitly called. 
Men 
were throAvn down from high walls or 
towers, were fiaye«! alive, or roasted in 
ovens. 
Mr. Grorge* Curzon, at the last 
meeting of the Geogi-aphicol Society, 
showed a photograph of the tower from 
which criminals are still hung, and he 
expressed a hope that this barbarous 
punishment would before long be abol- 
ished. Torture is by no means uncom- 
mon in thelndian Native States—indeed 
Sir Lepel Griffin describes it as a rec^- 
nized form of judicial procedure.

n^entions the case of a ruling chief who 
was openlr accused of having the acrid 
juice of chillies squeezed into the eyes 
of reluctant witnesses. *'He was an old 
gentleman, " Sir Lepel aays, "of the

not afraid to discuss i t There is in 
Toronto a sodely,of a hundred young 
men, the (preater part of whom 
are of the artisan class, who meet 
to discuss questions of economy and 
{Mlitics. One of their objects was Can- 
adian independence. I am told that 
there is among the young men a consid- 
erable desire (or independence, accom- 
panied with a determination to be on 
the best terms with the United States, 
and that as between a connection with 
Great Britain and the United States, 
they would prefer the latter.

Song and 
Life. 


Song is thought, touched with emo- 
tion, expressed in a poetic form and 
movement, 
and 
set to music. 
The 
Christ of God came into this world that 
in him men might have life, and might 
"have it more abundantly." 
It is this 
abundance 
and 
exuberance 
of 
lite 
which springs forth into song. 
It is 
Christianity which is tuning the life of 
the world into music. 
Hymns are sa- 
cred songs of the church. 
They em- 
body the deepest and finest "fruits of 
the Spirit," and reveal the most charac- 
teristic experience of the life that is 
"hid with Christ in God." As some one 
has said, it is the lyric rather than the 
polemic spirit which is the fairest wit- 
ness of a living Christianity. " When the 
church goes forth in her militant great- 
ness, overturning strongholds of dark- 
ness and death, she is garlanded with 
hymns and spiritual songs. 
Flushed 
with'springtime fullness of the indwell- 
ing presenc-tj, her heart wakes into 
praise and thanksgiving. 
In her con- 
quering march she keeps stei) to the 
rhythm and cadence of her 
stirring 
chant 
and hymn." 
But while 
the 
hymn with its fervid emotion and ring 
of luetic utterance is fitted to express 
the religious impulse and devotional 
feeling, it is equally fitted— and herein 
is its chief value—to waken and deepen, 
to communicate and perpetuate, 
this 
same spirit and impulse. 


'For this reason one may trace the 
stream of Christian history. along the 
centuries in the stream of 
Christian 
song. 
The true hymns born, and most 
in use, in each period, show most clearly 
the characteristics of the Chistian life 
of the time. 
The most vital spirit of a 
period has often been crystallized in a 
single hymn. 
And on the other hand, 
some new hymn, as it were, a fresh 
Marsellaise 
of the church, may have 
the power to inspire millions of be- 
lievers. young and old, with new and 
resistless spiritual impulse, experiences 
and moral force. 
In our own city, Chi- 
cago, less than twenty years ago, there 
was a young man, endowed by nature 
with peculiar poetic and musical sensi- 
bilities, touched into sacred power by a 
peculiar religious experience, Mr. P. P. 
Bliss, ' to whom it was given of God more 
than to any othe rone person, just then, 
to strike the initial key-note and set in 
motion a new wave of "gospel song," 
which has bepome a distinctly new and 
added power for Christian persuasion 
' in eveiy part of the Christian world.

"Nothing changes more than the out- 
side laws and formulas of politeness," 
remarked a well-known society man the 
other day. 
"Within the memory of any 
sexagenarian the whole code has been 
altered. 
Where, fifty years ago, 
'to 
take wine' with you and bow across the 
table was as much an expected atten- 
tion, an obligatory act of courtesy, as to 
salute you on entering the room, 
the 
man who should do this, save at a su- 
premely intimate and half jocular gath- 
ering, would be as much 'out of it' as 
if he were to lay his hand on his heart, 
bow as low as his knees and 
assure 
'madam,' his fair friend, that he was 
hers from his eyebrows to finger tips. 
Fifty years ago no gentleman could 
have smoked in the presence of ladies. 
The unmarried girl or young wife of a 
certain social status met walking with 
a man puffing a cigar would have gone 
home with a few shreds less of charac- 
ter than she'had set out with. 


'"But who has a word to say now! 
Now we have the cigars and cigarettes 
brought in with the coffee immediately 
after dinner, and no one is offended.' 
The men are not considered too free, 
the women do not hold themselves cav- 
alierly treated wlien the dainty little ai>- 
pliance for lighting, ash and cutting go 
the round of the table, and the fragrant 
'batons' are loveingly handled and re- 
garded. 
Often, indeed, one of these 
ladies will herself join the men ; and if 
prim old souls think tbe exhibition 
shocking,- the younger accept it as a 
matter of taste, and either decline or 
determine to try, according to their in-i 
dividual liking—with no moral after- 
thought whatever." 


Of this special question of smoking in 
the presence of ladies opinions differ. 
Those who like it and those who dislike 
it must settle the matter between them. 
It is one o£ ùii^sc movable «nd ten>por- 
ary items wbich depend wholly on ac- 
ceptance. 
In Spain, the East 
and 
South America ladies smoke with the 
men. There are reasons for and against 
the practice, but, as we said, 
these 
must be discounted, each woman for 
herself, and those who will may and 
those who do not wish are not obliged, 
but the one does not lose the finer part 
of her character and the other is not 
guilty of unjust prudery unless she con- 
-founds the practice with the person, and 
because she dislikes the former con- 
demns the latter.—New York 
Star. 


Dr. Tahn^e's text was H. Kings vi, 
"And the Lord opened the eyes of tbe 
young man; and he saw: and, behold, 
the mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha." 
He said: . 


As it cost EnRland many regiments 
and $2,000,000 a year to keep safely a 
troublesome captive at St. Helena, so 
the King of Syria sends' out a whole 
army to capture one minister of re- 
ligion—perhaps 
50,000 men to take 
Eiiaha. During tbe night the amy of 
Assyrians came around the village of 
Dothan, where the prophet was staying. 
At early daybreak the man servant of 
Elisha rushed in and said: "What shall 
we do'? there is a whole army come to 
destroy you. We must die, we must die. " 
But Elisha wa» not scared a bit, for he 
looked up and saw the mountains all 
around full of supernatural forces, and 
he knew that if there were 50,000 As- 
syrians against him there were 100,000 
angels for him; and in answer to the' 
prophet's prayer in behalf of his af- 
frighted man servant, the young man 
saw it too. Horses of fire harnessed to 
chariots of fire, and drivers of fire pull- 
ing reins of fire on bits of fire^ and 
warriors of fire with brandished sword 
of fire, and tbe brilliance of that 'morn- 
ing sunrise was eclipsed by the galloping 
splendors of the celestial cavalcade. 
"And the Lord opened the eyes of the 
young man; and he saw: and, behold, 
the mouutain WAS full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha." 
I 
have often spoken to you of the As- 
syrian perils which threaten our Ameri- 
can institutions, but now as we are as- 
sembling to keep centennial celebration 
of the inauguration of Washington, I 
speak of the upper forées of the text 
that are to fight on our side. If all the 
low levels are filled with armed threats, 
I have to tell you that the mountains of 
our hope and courage and faith are full 
of the * horses and chariots of divine 
rescue. 


You will notice that the divine equip- 
age is always represented as a chariot of 
fire. Ezekiel and Isaiah and John when 
they come to describe the divine equip- 
age, always represent it as a wheeled, a 
harnessed, an upholstered conflagration. 
It is not a chariot like-kings and con- 
querors of earth mount, but an organ- 
ized and compressed fire. That means 
purity*, justice, chastisement, deliver- 
ance through burning escapes. Chariot 
of rescue? yes, but chariot of fire. All 
our national disenthrallments have been 
through scorching agonies and red dis- 
asters. Through tribulation the indi- 
vidual rises. -Through tribulation na- 
tions rise. 
Chariots of rescue, 
but 
chariots of fire. 


But how do I know that this divine 
equipage is on the side of our institu- 
tions? I know it by the history of the 
last one hundred and eight years. 
The 
American Hevolntion started from the 
pen of John Hancock in independence 
hall in 1776. 
The colonies without 
ships, without 
ammunition, 
without

I ascribe 
our escape not to thé honesty and right- 
eousness of infuriated politicians, but I 
ascribe it to the upper forces of tbe text. 
Chariots of mercy rolled in, and though 
the wheels were not heard and the flash 
was not seen, yet all through the moun- 
tains of the north and the south and the 
east and the west, though the hoofs did 
not clatter, the cavalry of God galloped 
by. I tell you God is the friend of this 
nation. In tbe awful excitement at the 
massacre of Lincoln, when there was a 
prospect that greater slaughter would 
open upon this nation. God bushed the 
tempest. 
In the awful excitement at 
the time of Garfield's assassination, God 
put his foot on the neck of the cyclone. 


To prove that God is on the side of 
this nation, I argue from the last eight 
or nine great national harvests, and 
from the national health of the last 
quarter of a century, epidemics very ex- 
ceptional, and from tbe great revivals of 
religion, and from the spreading of the 
Church of God, and from the continent 
blossoming with asylums and reforma- 
tory institutions, and from an Edeniza- 
tion which promises that this whole 
land is to be a paradise where God shall 
walk in the cool of the day. 


If in other, sermons I showed you 
what was the evil that threatened to up- 
set and demolish American institutions, 
I am encouraged more than I can tell 
you as I see the regiments wheeling 
down the sky, and my jeremiads turn 
into doxologies, and that which was the 
Good Friday of the nation's crucifixion 
becomes the Easter morn of its resur- 
rection. 
Of course God works through 
human instrumentalities, and this na- 
tional betterment is to come among 
other things through 
a 
scrutinized 
ballot box. By the law of registration 
it is almost impossible now to have 
illegal voting. 
There was a time—you 
and I remember it very 
well—when 
droves of vagabonds wandered up and 
down on election day and from poll to 
poll, and voted here, and voted there, 
and voted everj'where, and there was no 
challenge; or, if there were, it amounted 
to nothing, because nothing could so 
suddenly be proved upon the vagabonds. 
Now, in every well organized neighbor- 
hood, every voter is watched with sever- 
est scrutiny. I must tell the registrar 
my nam'e, and how old I am, and how 
long I have resided in the State, and 
how long I have resided in the ward, or 
the township, and if I misrepresent 
fifty witnesses will rise and shut me out 
from the ballot box. Is not that a great 
adv.'-.nce? And then notice the law that 
prohibits a man voting if he has bet on 
the election. A step further needs to be 
taken, and that man forbidden a vote 
who has offered or 
taken a bribe, 
whether it be in the shape of a free, 
drink, or cash paid down, the suspicious 
cases obliged to put their hand on the 
Bible and swear their vote in if they 
vote at all. So through the sacred chest 
of our nation's suffrage, redemption will 
come. 


God also will save this nation through 
an aroused moral sentiment. There has 
never been so 
much 
discussion of 
morals and immorals. Men, whether or 
not they acknowledge what is right, 
have to think what is right. We have 
men who have had their' hands in the 
public treasury the most of their life- 
time, stealing all they could lay their 
hands on, discoursing eloquently about 
dishonesty in public servants, and men 
with two or three families of their own, 
preaching eloquently about the beauties 
of the seventh 
commandment. 
The

On the.other 
side, the mightiest nation of the earth, 
the largest armies, «nd the grandest na- 
vien, nnd the most distinguished com- 
manders, and resources inexhaustible, 
and nearly all nations ready to back 
them up in the fight. Nothing as against 
immensity. 


Tbe cause of the American colonies, 
which started at zero, dropped still 
lower through the q«arreliiig of the 
generals, and through the jealousies at 
small successes, and through the win- 
ters which surpassed all predecessors in 
depth of snow and horrors of congeal- 
ment. Elisha surrounded by the whole 
Assyrian army did not seem to be worse 
off than did the thirteen colonies en- 
compassed and overshadowed by foreign 
assault. What decided the contest in 
our favor? The upper forces, the upper 
armies. The Green and White Moun- 
tains of New England, the Highlands 
along the Hudson, the mountains of 
Virginia, all the Appalachian ranges 
were full of re-euforcements which the 
young man Washington saw by faith; 
and his men endured the frozen feet, 
and the gangrened wounds, and the ex- 
hausting hungef, and tbe long march 
because "the Lord opened the eyes of 
the young man; and he saw; and, behold, 
the mountains were full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha." 
Washington himself was a 
miracle. 
What Joshua w^as in sacred history the 
first American president was in secular 
history. A'thousand other men excelled 
him in different things, but he excelled 
them all in roundness and completeness 
of character^ 
The world never saw his 
like, and probably never will see his 
like again, because there probably never 
will be another such exigency. He was 
let down a divine interposition. 
He 
was from Gpd direct, 


I do not know how any man can read 
tbe history of those times without ad- 
mitting that the contest was decided by 
the upper forces. 


Then in 1861, when our civil war 
opened, many at the North and at the 
South pronounced it national suicide. 
It was not courage against cowardice, it 
was not wealth against poverty, it was 
not large states 'against small states. 
It was heroism against heroism, it was 
resources of many generations against 
the resources of generations, it was the 
prayer of the North against the prayer 
of the South, it was one-half of the na- 
tion in armed wrath meeting the other 
half of the nation in aimed indignation. 
What could come but extermination? 


At the opening o£ the war the com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
forces was a man whp had been great in 
in battle, but old age had come with 
many infirmities, and he had a right to 
quietude. He could not mount a horse, 
and he rode'on the battle field in a car- 
riage, asking the driver not to jolt it too 
much. During the most of the four 
yean of the contest, on the Southern 
side was a man in mid-life, who. had in 
his veins the blood of many generations 
of warriors, himself one of the heroo.a 
of Cherubusco and Cerro Gordo, C o w e - 
ras and Chapnltepec. 
As the years 
passed on and the scroll of carhase uuir 
rolled, there came out fram both sides a 
heroism and a strength and a determina- 
tion that the world had never seen mar- 
shaled. And what but extermination 
could conie whed iPhilip Sheridan and 
Stonewall Jackson met, and Nathaniel 
Lyon and Sidney Johnston rode in from 
the north and south, and Graot and Lee. 
the two thunderbolts of battled elashed? 
Tet we are a nation, and yet we are »t 
yeiee. Earthly courage ^id not deeide 
.«he eenfliet. 
The.itppeir fmees id the 
tex^ They,tell i>s 
«•# a battle 
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never before, and to take a part in our 
political contests. 
The question of na- 
tional sobriety is going to be respect- 
fully and deferentially heard at the bar 
of every Legislature and every House of 
Kepresentatives and every United States 
Senate, and an omnipotent voice w*!! 
ring down the sky and across this land 
and back again, saying to these rising 
tides of drunkenness which threaten to 
whelm home and church and nation: 
"Thus iar shalt thou come, but no 
further, and here shall they proud wav- 
ing be stayed." 


1 have not in my mind a shadow of 
disheartenment as large as the shadow 
of a housefly's wiiig. My faith is in the 
upper forces, the upper armies of the 
text. ,God is not dead. The chariots 
are not unwheeled. If you would* only 
pray more and wash your eyes in the 
cool, bright water fresh from the well of 
Christian reform, it would be said of 
you, as of this one of the text: 
"The 
Lord opened the eyes of the young man; 
and he'saw; and, behold, the mountain 
was full of horses and chariots of fire 
round about Elishu." 


When the army of Antigonus went 
into battle his soldiers were very much 
discouraged, and they rushed up to the 
General and said to him: "Don't you 
see we have a few forces and they have 
so many more?" and the soldiers were 
affrighted at tbe smallness of their num- 
ber and the greatness of the enemy. 
Antigonus, their commander, sti-aight- 
ened himself up and said, with indigna- 
tion and vehemence: "How many do 
you recken me to bo?" And when we 
see the vast armies arrayed against the 
cause of sobriety it may sometimes be 
very discouraging, but I ask you in 
making up your estimate of the forces 
of righteousness—I ask you how many 
do you recken the Lord God Almighty 
to be? He is onr commander. The Lord 
of Hosts is bis name. I have the best 
authority for saying that the chariots of 
God are twenty thousand, and the moun- 
tains are full of them. 


You will take without my saying it 
that my only faith is in Christianity 
and in the upper f orces suggested in tbe 
text. Political parties come and go, 
and they may be right and they may be 
wrong; but God lives and I think he has 
ordained this nation for a career of 
prosperity that no demagogism will be 
able to halt. I expect to live to see a 


form of two plUnks—the Ten Command- 
ments and the Sermon on the Mount. 
When that party is formed it will sweep 
across this land like a' tornado, I was 
going to say, but when I think it is not 
to be devastation but resuscitation, I 
change the figure and say, such a party 
as that will sweep across this land like 
spice gales from Heaven.

Yes, we are going 
to have a national religion. 


There are two kinds of national re- 
ligion. 
The one is supported by the 
State, and is a matter of human politios, 
and it has greai patronage, and under it 
men will struggle for prominence with- 
out reference to qualifications, and its 
archbishop is,supported by a. salary of 
$75,000 a year, and there are great cathe- 
drals, with all the machinery of music 
and canonicals, and room for a thousand 
people, yet an audience of fifty people, 
or twenty people, or ten or two. 


We want no such religion as .that, no 
such national religion—the vast major- 
ity of the people converted and evan- 
gelized, and then they will manage the 
secular as well as the religious. 


Do ^ u say that this is impracticable? 
No. The time is coming just as cer- 
tainly as there is a God-and this is His 
book and that he has strength and hon- 
esty to fulfill his promises. One of the 
ancient emperors used to pride himself 
performing that which his counselors 
said was impossible, and I have to tell 
you to-day that man's impossibles are 
God's easies. "Hath he said and shall 
he not do it ? Hath he commanded, and 
will he not bring it to pass?" 
The 
Christian religion is «oming to take 
possession of every ballot box, of every 
school house, of every home, of every 
valley, of every m'buntaiu, of every acre 
of our national domain. 
This nation, 
notwithstanding all the evil influences 
that are trying to destroy it, is going to 
live. 


Never since, according to John Mil- 
ton, when "Satan was hurled headlong 
flaming from the ethereal skies in hide- 
ous ruin and combustion down," have 
the powers of darkness been so deter- 
mined to win this continent as they are 
now. What a jewel it is—a jewel carved 
in relief, the cameo of this planet! On 
one side of us the Atlantic ocean, divid- 
ing us from the worn out governments 
of Europe. 
On the other side the Paci- 
fic ocean, dividing us from the super- 
stitutions of Asia- On the north Of us 
the Arctic sea, which is the gymnasium 
in which the explorers and navigators 
develop their courage. A continent 10,- 
5U0 miles loijtg, 17,000,000 square miles, 
and all of it but about one-seventh cap- 
able of rich cultivation. 
One hundred 
millions of population on this continent 
of North and South America—one hun- 
dred millions, and room for many hun- 
dred millions more. All flora and all 
fauna, all metals and all precious woods 
and all grains and all fruits. The Ap- 
palachian range the backbone, and the 
rivers the ganglia carrying life 
all 
through and out to the extremities. 
Isthmus of Darien, the narrow waist of 
a giant continent, all to be under one 
Government, and all free, and all Chris- 
tian, and the scene of Christ's personal 
reign on earth if, according to the ex- 
pectation of many good people, he'shall 
at last set up his throne in this world. 
Who shall have this hemisphere, Christ 
or Satan? Who shall have the shore of 
her inland seas, the silver of her Neva- 
das, tbe gold of her Colorados, the 
telescopes of her observatories, 
the 
brain of her universities, the wheat of 
her prairies, the rice of her savannas, 
the two great ocean beaches—the one 
reaching from Baffin's bay to Terra del 
Fnego,and the other from Behring straits 
iio Cape Horn—and ali the moral and 
temporal and spiritual and everlasting 
interests of a population vast beyond all 
human computation? Who shall have 
the hemisphere? You and I will decide 
that, or helo to decide it, by conscienti- 
ous vote, by earnest prayer, by main- 
tenance of Christian institutions, by 
support of great philanthropies, by put- 
ting body, mind, and soul on the right 
side of all moral, religious and national 
movements. 


One of the seven wonders of the 
world was the white marble watch tower 
of Pharos of Egypt. 
Sostratus, the 
architect and sculptor, after building 
that watch tower cut his name on it. 
Then he covered 
it with plastering, 
and to please the King he put the mon- 
arch's name on the outside of the plas- 
tering; and the storms beat and the seas 
dashed in their fury, and they washed 
it out, and they washe.l it down, but the 
name of Sostratus was deep cut in the 
imperishable rock. 
So across the face 
of this nation there have been a great 
many names written, across our finances, 
across our religions, names worthy of 
remembrance, names written on the 
architecture of our churches and our 
schools and our asylums and our homes 
of mercy, but God is the architect of 
this continent, and He was the sculptor 
of all its grandeurs, and long after 
through the wash of the ages and the 
tempests of centuries, all other names 
shall be obliterated, the divine signature 
and divine name will be brighter and 
brighter as the millenniums go by, and 
the world shall see that the God who 
made this continent has redeemed it by 
His grace from all its sorrows and from 
all its crimes. 


Have you faith in such a thing as 
that? After all the chariots have been 
unwheeled, 
and 
after 
all 
the war 
chargers have been crippled, the chariots 
which Elisha saw on the morning of his 
peril will roll on in triumph, followed 
by all the armies of heaven on white 
horses. God could do it without us; 
but He will not. The weakest of us, the 
faintest of us, the smallest brained of 
us, shall have a part in the triumph. We 
may not have our name, like the name of 
Sostratus, cut in imperishable rock and 
conspicuous for centuries, but we shall 
be remembered in a better place than 
that, even in the heart of Him who came 
to redeem us and redeem the world, and 
onr names will be seen close to the sig- 
ig- 


nature of His wound, for as to-day He 
throws out his arms toward us. He says: 
"Behold, I have graven thee on the 
palms of my hands." By the mightiest 
of all agencies, the potency of prayer, 
I beg you seek our national welfare. 


Some time 
ago there were 4,600,000 
letters in the dead letter ofKce at Wash- 
ington—letters that lost their way—but 
not one prayer ever directed to the heart 
of God miscarried. The way is all clear 
for the ascent of your supplications 
heavenward in behalf of this nation. 
Before the postal communication was so 
easy, and long ago, on a^ock one hund- 
red feet high, on the coast of England, 
there was a barrel fastened to a POst, 
and in great letters on the side of the 
rock, so it could be seen far out at sea, 
were the words "Post Office;" and when 
ships came by a boat put out to take and 
fetch lettera. And sp sacred were those 
deposits of alTeotion in that barrel that 
no lock was ever put upon that barrel, 
although it 
contained messages for 
Ameriea. and Europe, and Asia, and 
Africa, and all tbe Islands of the sea. 
Ifanyastonn tossed sailor, homesiek». 
got a message of kindness Iv that roek, 
and many a homestead heard good news 
framraboy long cone* Wonld that all

*Wateh* Is the key-word to this lesson. 
What does It mean? Looking east or west, 
face alert, straining the eye for a comlnic 
form. That in part. But there is something 
else in the watching our Savior enjoins. It 
is such a care of the life as will fit one to 
best receive his Lord when h« chooses to 
come. This is the true ffrsfforv. watcher. 
"Watch for me," says the mother at the 
threshold. One child sulks and idles away 
the hours, watching the hands of the deck, 
or gazing up the long road for a glimpse of 
afamiUar Bgure. The other betakes him- 
self to the wonted tasks and to the things 
mother wishes to have done. Which one is 
truly-foand watching when the parent re- 
tarns? In all tblngs we scan the heavens 
too mnch and our lives too little. Frederick 
Robertson wrote amon? his " Besolves " of 
1815. "To get over the adulterous-generation 
habit of seeking a sign. I want a loud voice 
from heaven to tell me a thiog is wrong, 
whereas a little experience of its results is 
enough to prove that God is agjiinst it." Live 
justly, walk humbly, have faith—that is 
watching. 


WHAT THB X.BSSON SATS. 


In those days. 
Dr. W. N. Clark chooses 
to look upon the time as now past, and re- 
ferring to the destruction of Jerusalem, the 
subsequent language being considered fig- 
urative and couched in strons; Hebraistic 
hyperboles. 
We prefer, however, to view 
the words as looking forward to events not 
yet consummated, the whole panorama ot 
mundane history passing rapidly before our 
Savior's eye. and sketched in brief, preg- 
nant sentences. 
It is the language ot 
one 
with whom a thousand years are as one 
day 
After that tribulation. 
It is simply 


subsequeift to the events before narrated. 
Christ is speaking of last things in general, 
the "those days" being eschatological days; 
and he portrays coming events as related 
in this great scheme, without reference to 
other intervening incidents in time. 
To 
use Ellicott's 8as:aciou9 observation: "As 
men e ^ z m g f r o m a long distance see the 
glitteiins heights of two 
snow-crowned 
mountains apparently in close proximity, 
and take no account ot the vast tract, it may 
be of very many miles, which lies between 
them."

As narrated in Kev. 


8: 12.

-from the four winds, from the uttermost 
part of 
the earth"—God 
"shall 
gather 
together 
his - elect." 
Some time, 
lone, 
weary toiler, there at your task, you shall 
look u p and see God's angel sent for 
you. 


Learn a parable of the 
fia-tr^, 
or rather. 
leam the fig-tree's parable. 
Let the 
fig-tree 
teach you her lesson. They are all teachers. 
Hugh Miller wrote of his life-work amidst 
nature's rocks and mountains and called his 
grand book "My Schools and School-Mas- 
ters"—God bless him for it! Everywhere he 
went, with pick and hammer he was learn- 
ing of life and GoJ. 
The rocks, the tfees, 
all have a message for us. 
"Tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, 
Sermons in stones, and good in everytt^g." 


And nature is full also of pn^^ietion^». 
God uses the earth to herald his 
c6ming, 
and to admonish man by many signs and 
tokens to prepare for the coming of the 
great and notable day of the Lord. Hwve we 
ieurnod from nature "her parable?" 


It is nigh, even at the doors. 
The revision 
says, "He is nigh." 
At Christ's approach 
tliere shall be. as it were, tokens of his near- 
ness. 
Have we the discernment to recog- 
nize the threshold signs, these knocking» 
at the outer door? 
It so. we must Keep very 
near to the word, and deeply imbued with 
the spirit of the Christ.

Says W. N. Clark. 
"The Bible is the only book that shall last 
into eternity." 
It lasts because it is the na- 
ture of God who is eternal. 
Treasure the 
word. 


For ye know not ichen the time is. 
Cer- 
tainly not, if angels and even Christ in his 
mediatorial 
capacity, 
did 
not 
know. 
Strangely enough. Christ importuhcs us to 
consider the times, and yet assures us that 
the day itself shall come upon us,as a thief 
in the nieht. 
The same lips that say "know 
that it is nigh," add "for ye know not when 
the time is." That is. of the general ap- 
E 
roach of that day wo may become aware, 
lit its breaking will be with the suddenness 
of the lightning 
flash. 
This, indeed, the 
parable of the "man taking a far journey" 
seems to imply. 
The length of the journey 
a i d the work given to every man set some 
reasonable boundary lines and means of 
testing. They may help us along with other 
signs to discover when the Master is ap- 
proaching and is "nigh." But as to whether 
he shall come "at even, or at midnight, or 
at cock-crowing, or in the morning," no 
man can tell—"but the Father." 


And what I say unto you I say unto 
all. 
watctu 
AVhy not unto all? Watching souls 
arti.loyal souls: waiting in working. 
That 
watching spirit has been the life preserva- 
tive of the centuries. How many have lived 
and died in the faithful keeping of - those 
words! 
And shall we say that with any of 
them, living or dying, their watching was 
vain? They saw not the "notable day," but 
to each ot them the time of mortality was a* 
veritable day of the Lord.
